


AN ACT 

Refpedtiftg Quarantines and Health Laws. 

Section i Ift^ n ena€te ^ fy *&* $ cnate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
* America fin Congress assembled, That the quarantines and other restraints, which 




ily obferved by 
fleers of the revenue of the United States, appointed and employed for the feveral collection 
tricts of fach ftate refpectively, and by the mailers and crews of the feveral revenue cutters, and 
by the military officers who ftial I command in any fort or flation upon the fea coaft- ; and all : 
■officers of the United States (hall be, and they hereby are authorized and required, faithfully to 
aid in the execution of fuch quarantines and health laws, according to thei 

precincts, and as they mall be directed from time to time by the Secretary of the Trea the 

United States. And the faid Secretary fliall be, and he is hereby authorized, when a . 
mity to fuch quarantines and health laws fliall require it, and in refpect to veffels which fliall be 
fubject thereto, to prolong the terms limited for the entry of the fame, and the report or entry of 
their cargoes, and to vary or difpenfe with any other regulations applicable to fuch reports or en- 
tries : Provided \ i har nothing herein (hall enable any ffate fo collect a duty of tonnage or impofr,. 
■without theconfent of the Congrefs of the United States thereto : And provided, that no part of 
the cargo of any veffel mail, in any cafe, be taken out, or unladen therefrom, otherwife than as 
by law is allowed, or according to the regulations hereinafter eilablifhed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That when, by the health laws of any ftate, or by the re- 
gulations which fliall be made purfuant thereto, any vefTel arriving within a collection diftrict of 
fuch Mate, fliall be prohibited from coming to the port of entry or delivery by lav/ eftabli'ftied for 
fuch diftrict, and it fliall be required or permitted by fuch health laws, that the cargo of fuch vef- 
fel fliall or may be unladen at fome other place within or near to fuch diftrict, the collector authorized 
therein, after due report to him of the whole of fuch cargo, may grant his fpecial warrant or per- 
mit for the unlading and difcharge -thereof, under the care of the furveyor, or of one or more in- 
spectors, at fome other place where fuch health laws fliall permit, and upon the conditions and re- 
ftrictions which fliall be directed by the Secretary of the Treafury, or which fuch collector may, 
for the time, reasonably judge expedient for the fecurity of the public revenue : Provided, that 
in every fuch cafe, all the articles of the cargo fo to be unladen, fliall be depofited, at the rifle of 
the parties concerned therein, in fuch public, or other warehoufes or inclofures, as the collector 
fliall defignate, there to remain under the joint cuftody of fuch collector, and of the owner or 
owners, or mailer, or other perfon having charge of fuch veffel, until the fame fliall be en- 
tirely unladen or difcharged ; and until the goods, wares or merchandize which fliall be fo depo- 
fited may be fafely removed, without contravening fuch health laws ; and when fuch removal may 
be allowed, the collector having charge of fuch goods, wares or merchandize, may grant permits 
to the refpective owners or consignees, their factors or agents, to receive all goods, wares or mer- 
chandize, which fliall be entered, and whereof the duties accruing fliall be paid or fecured, ac- 
cording to law, upon the payment by them of a reafonable rate of itoreage j which fliall be fixed 
by the Secretary of the Treafury for all public warehoufes and inclofures. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That there fliall be purchafed or erected, under the or- 
ders of the Prefident of the United States, fuitable warehoufes, with wharves and inclofures, 
where goods and merchandize may be unladen and depofited, from any veffel which fliall be fub- 
ject to a quarantine, or other reftraint, purfuant to the health laws of any ftate as aforefaid, at 
fuch convenient place or places therein, as the fafety of the public revenue, and the obfervance of 
fuch health laws may require. '

Sec. 6. And be a further exalted. That in cafe of the prevalence of a contagious or epidemical 
dileafe at the feat of government, it fliall be lawful for the Prefident of the Un tod States to ner 
nut and diraft the removal of any or all the public offices to fuch other place o places as iIk-1 
dftcret.on, fliall be deemed moft fafe and convenient for conduaing the public bufinefs. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That whenever, in the opinion of the chief infill r,r ;„ .,r 
of Ins death, or inability of the fenior aflbciate juftie'e of the fupreme court of 2 Untod St- f 
a eontag,ons ficknefs fliall render it hazardous to hold the next dated feffion of the fa d cour ^
